The Last Voyage of Columbus. 


Under a brilliant summer sky the re- 
mains of Christopher _Columbus- were 
brought home to Seville—home to the 
city where more than 400 years ago, he 


came in-triumph to receive the homage 
and thanks of his grateful sovereigns 
Up the same river, through the same 
streets, to the same old cathedral, 
which he traveled in the flesh and flush 
of life, the little box of dust—all that 
remains of the once great man—was 
brought in. befitting ceremony back 
from the Indies, the pride of pain, to 
rest sadly enough among the other 
relics of past greatness. . 

Ther was a briliant gathering at a 
properly decorated landing on the river 
embankment. All branches of the offi- 
cial life of Spain were represented— 
church and state—glittering in the 
bright sunlight in. uniforms and vest- 
ments of every hue and elaboration. 
Conspicuous among all was the duke of 
Varagua, in a _ resplendant admiral’s 


“ uniform, cocked hat with white feath- 


ers and gold lace. brilliant decorations 
pink silk sash and belt and cape tied in 
conspicuous bows on his left arm and 
sword hilt. There was the archbishop in 
his: richly figured vestments followed 
by two little boy train-bearers; the car- 
dinal in his purple cape; bishops and 
priests; army and navy officers, foreign 
répresentatives, civil dignitaries in eve- 
nig dress, boys: bearing heavy candle- 
sticks in which huge candles burned 
sickly in the bright sunlight, but pour 
ed streams of candle greage on inatten- 
tive uniforms— a gathering that spark- 
led under the arches of laurel and the 
streaming flags, surrounded by soldiers 
and guards and viewed by thousands 
of Seville’s light-hearted populace, all 
awaiting ‘the arrival of the ship Giral- 
da, which came in good time, amid the 
booming of salutes and the. excitement 
of landing the precious box containing 
the remains. 

The duke of Veragua went on board 
the ship to view the relic, and then fol- 
lowed it In procession through the 
crowded streets and ber*ath the many 


-balconies where tne senoras and Car- 


mens of old Seville were grouped to see 
the show. Arrived at ‘the cathedral there 
was a service of great solemnity con- 
ducted while the people, packed and 


* growded to get a glimpse of the tall bier 


where surrounded by many huge can- 
dies the little box perched high upon 
the top of all. Women knelt in groups 
before the altar.irail, the rich tones of 
melody thundered and melted through 
the gloom of the old arches and recesses 
the sunlight streamed in through a 
distant window, colored by the glass 
through which it passed, lighting up the 
tops of the heads and faces of the 
crowd who stood in the gloom, the ma 
ny candles sperad a soft light around 
the bier, while the incense rose in thin 
clouds as the service proceeded, conduc- 
ted by all the clergy present: A guard 
of soldiers stood fixed around the pre- 
cious relic, and a row of priests in front 
of them held candles while the cardinal 
went in solemn procession twice around 
the bier. The choir of priests sang the 
services from the old parchment vol- 
umes turning the huge leaves of sprawl- 
ing bars and notes large enough to be 
read across the aisle. é 

The service over the box—with the 
one small bone and heap of dust—was 
taken down with the greatest care by 
the cathedral servants, gently lifted 
down on to a huge plush ‘cloth and 
with great solemnity carried and treas- 
ufed away, under lock and key, sur- 
rounded by a strong guard, 


Handling Firearms. 


When Samantha sends you down cel- 
lar after a burglar, do not’ go with a 
lamp in one hand and a revolver in the 
other. Of course it is not likely that 
there is any burglar at all; but if there 


should be, ‘he has every advantage, be- 
ing on the alert, and knowing just 
where to expect you, while you are fud- 
dled with sleep and o not know where 
he may be. To carry a light is simply 
suicidal, for a man in pitch darkness 
can aim as accurately at a light as he 
can at a bullseye in the daytime. ° 

A revolver is the most difficult of all 
firearms to master, and unless you have 
fired thousands of shots with one at 
targets, till you have learned how to 
shoot straight, you had better rely upon 
aclub. The best weapon for house de- 
fense is a short-barrelled cylinder bore 
repeating shot gun (commonly called 
“riot gun’). With a charge of buck- 
shot, you are more likely to hit an ob- 
ject in the dark than with a single 
bullet, and it gives a paralyzing knock- 
down blow, whefeas a pistol bullet sel- 
dom puts a man out of actiom before he 
can strike back. Fill the magazine with 
shells loaded with buckshot, but leave 
the chamber of the gun empty. Then it 
is safe to keep about the house for a 
child or ignorant pérson geting hold of 
it cannot dischrage the piece by snap- 
ping it, but must first throw the lever, 
which requires some strength. The gun 
is always ready for instant use by sim- 
ply pumping a shell into the chamber 
from the magazine, and then you have 
several shots in reserve. To bag a 
burglar without risk to yourself, open 
a window commanding the yard, have 
your wife raise an outcry from. the 
other end of the house, and when the 
criminal dashes out, aim low. 

Never use smokeless powder except 
strictly according to the maker's direc- 
tions.’ There are three distinct classes 
of smokeless powders, namely, shotgun 
‘itro. low-pressure rifle’ nitro, and 
high-pressure rifle nitro. The first is 
intended for shotguns only. It is quick- 
burning and on this acount dangerous 
to use in rifles. Do not fancy that be- 
cause_a rifle barrel is so much thicker 
than a shotgun barrel you can use any 
kind of powder in it. A charge of shot 
in the large bore of the shotgun offers 
much less resistance than a solid and 
tightly fitting bullet, and it is not so 
much the amount of pawder in a gun as 
the amount of resistance to its expan- 
sion that endangers its bursting. 

Smokeless powder is practically gun- 


- cotton toned down its explosive prin- 


ciple being nitroglycerine or a similar 
nitro product. The low pressure variety 
is purposely reduced in strength so as 
to give the same pressure, under nor- 
mal circumstances, as the bulk of black 
gunpowder. It may be used in any 


’ rifle. 


Rut high: pressure nitro is vastly 
stronger, and will burst an ordinary 
soft steel barrel. I have sen_a heavy 
target rifle blown to fragments by it, 
although the barrel was more than half 
an inch thick around the bore. High 
pressure powder is intended exclusively 
for special military and sporting rifies 
having barrels of nickel steel, with a 
tensile strength of at least 60,000 
pounds to the inch. Such guns are safe 
when properly used, but the ammuni- 
tion is so different from the old black 
powder cartridges that you should not 
experiment in reloading it unless you 
So many guns 
of this description are now sold that a 
few words of warning will not be amiss. 

Do not try to make expanding byllets 
out of the fall-jacketed ones by filing 
off the points to expose the lead. British 


- soldiers are said to have done this be- 


fore the Dum-Dum bullets were manu- 
factured, but it is a hazardous experi- 
ment, for the following reasons: 

The regular soft-point bullets now 
made by the cartridge factories have a 
jacket which covers the base of the bul- 
let completely, leaving the lead exposed 
at the point, but the hard mantle of a 
full-jacketed bullet is reversed, cover-

ing the point, but not the head. Con- 
sequently if you file off the point of a 
full-jacketed bu!let nothing is left of the 
mantle but a thimble covering the bear- 
ing surface. Now, when such a bullet 
is fired the charge of high pressure 
‘powder drives it forward with ‘tremen- 
dous energy, but the steel thimble is so 
hari and* the bullet fits the bore so 
tightly that great friction is generated, 
tending to hold the projectile back. 

The result of these two forces is that 
the lead core is 
through the thimble, leaving the latter 
sticking:in the bore of the gun, and if 
another shot is fired the rifle is likely to 
burst.. This would scarcely be the case 
with black gunpowder, which exerts a_ 
fairly uniform pressure, and would 
probably only drive out ‘the thimble, 
ringing but not bursting the barrel, But 
smokeless powders as I have _ said. 
largely composed of nitroglycerine. It 
will burn quietly in the’ open air, and 
will explode moderately when subjected 
to reasonable pressure, but when it 
meets sudden and firm resistance it de- 
tonates with terrific violence. The ef- 
fect of bursting a gun barrel with 
smokeless powder is far more disastrous 
than that of bursting black powder, 
the mere report being sufficient to crack 
a@ man’s ear drums and make him per- 
manently deaf, even though, by mar- 
velous good luck, he escapes. instant 
death.

EGG TIMBALES. 

Beat slightly together four eggs, add 
me scant teaspoonful of salt, ten drops 
of onion juice, a dash of cayenne, the 
same of paprika and one teaspoonful 
chopped parsley. Mix and add gradually 
one cupful of milk, Divide this among 
half a dozen well-buttered timbale molds, 
and set them in a baking dish, Pour in 
sufficient water to cover half way up 
the sides of the little molds, place in a 
Moderate oven, cover with greased pa- 
per and bake until they are firm in the 
center, If they are cooked too quickly 
they will be filled with bubbles instead 
of being perfectly firm.and smooth. Turn 
out carefully on a heated platter and 
pour around them a tomato sauce. Into 
A sauce pan put one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of flour, one-half of a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one-quarter of @ tea- 
spoonful of pepper. When mixed.add one 
cupful of strained tomato, and stir until 
thick and smooth. Add one-half of a 
teaspoonful of sugar and one drop of 
extract of clove (or one clove may be 
cooked with the tomato before straining), 
and simmer tive minutes. 


FRUIT TAPIOCA. 
Two tablespoonfuls tapioca soaked 
over nightin a little water. Inthe morn- 
ing add one-half cup of sugar, one pint of 
milk and one egg.’ Heat the milk, add 
tapioca,and boil 20 minutes; beat the yolk 
of the egg, sugar, two teaspoonfuls of 
flour, and a little salt, stir into the milk, 
and boil five minutes. Pour into a dish, 
beat the white of the egg with one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls of sugar, spread 
over the top, and set in the oven a few 
minutes.

ORANGE, CAKE.

Convention at the ‘South Church 


About g00 Delegates were present on 
Patriot’s Day. Interesting Addresses. 
Next Convention at Gloucester. 


The ninth annual convention of the 
Young Peoples’ society of Christian En- 
deayor of Essex County, was held in the’ 
South South church on Patriot’s day. . 

fhe church was beautifully decorated 
for the occasion ‘with ‘the stars and 
stripes,, palms, flowers, potted plants 
and the banners of the various ‘societies. 
A Christian’ Endeavor rainbow was 
placed over the platform. 

Three sessions were held, morning,’ 
afternooh and evening. were 
largely attended. There were about 
500 delegates present, many of whom 
came on a special train from Salem. 

In the vestry of the church were re- 
ception rooms, a bureau of: information 
and bicycle and cloak check rooms. A 
register of those present was kept. 

Miss Maude M. Cole presided at the 
organ, and the singing was led by a chorus 
choir, conducted by Edward Butter- 
worth of North Andover. The soloists 
were Miss Mabel Carter, Miss Stone and 
Miss Sanborn of North Andover. . 

The morning session opened at .10.30 
with a prayer and praise service led by 
Rev. F. W. Klein of the Baptist Church. 
Rey. Frank R, Shipman of the South 
church then heartily welcomed in be- 
half of the Andover union, the United 
societies of Essex county. 

Rev: Mr. Shipman referred to ‘what 
happened in Andover 124 years ago on 
April 19. Early on that morning the 
news that the British were marching on 
Lexington.reached the town, and the 
minute men responded to the alarm, 
forming on North Andover Common and 
proceeding to Tewksbury and Cam- 
bridge. They went to fight the fight of 
freedom, the speaker said, and we who 
are here today are fighting against sin. 

District Secretary Hutchinson ac- 
tepted Andover’s welcome in behalf of 
the county societies. Ina brief address 
he referred to the work the Christian 
Endeavor societies had done in the re- 
cent war with Spain. 

The general topic of the morning was, 
“The Quiet Hour.” Rev. John W. 
Buckham of Salen#*spoke on “Its Plan 
and Purpose.” He said in part: 

“Jesus was the first great quietest. 
Religion cannot be preserved without 
quietism, It seems, perhaps out of 
place to discuss.a quiet hour onaday 
which was so unquiet a day for our 
forefathers, but it may be consistent, 
for had they not fought and won we 
might not now be enjoying a quiet hour. 

To be still is not always to know God, 
but to be still ‘and know that God is 
God opens all the avenues to a Christian 
life. If we open the soul to God any 
place may be a bethel. We need more 
of this quietism in our religion. 

Nature has a great influence in devel- 
oping ourcommunion with God. Nature 
quickens our aspirations, deepens 
our faith and draws us to God. Nature 
has great strength and sustaining grace, 
if we go to her in the right mood. Our 
age needs a deeper consciousness of the 
presence of God. We need more quiet- 
ism“and more quakerism. By that I 
mean we need to appreciate the value 
of quiet at our meetings, a spiritual 
pause full of suggestion and inspiration. 
We need more thoughtful prayers and 
more prayerful thoughts.” 

Rév. William BE. Wolcott of Lawrence 
spoke on “Helps in keeping the Quiet 


Hod.” 
. Mr. Wolcott said in part: 
“We ought to study parts of the Bible 


with which we are unfamiliar, not those 
parts we know by heart. The emotional 
sideof the Christian life must be de- 
veloped, but not exclusively. Our aim 
is to be complete men and women in 
Christ. There are sermons which could 
well be taken into the closet and read 
during the quiet hour. Biography may 
have its place. Read hymns thought- 
fully. Read editorial paragraphs in the 
“Sunday School Times.” There should 
be a variety of literature used. y 

We must judge a book by the help we 
get from it. If it does not help us we 
should not read it. We should be frank 
with ourselves in this matter. 

“Victory by Surrender’ was the sub- 
juct‘ of the address of Rev. Frank L. 
Wilkins, DD., of Gloucester, who said 
in part: 


“We are dealing with a will in this 


world, -All the earth is full of life and 
power, God is full of power. — Religion 
is contemplation and conquest. ‘Tie es- 


sential idea.of religious weakness is in- 
sincerity. If we enter into the quiet 
hour with the majestic purpose of seek- 
ing God, we will not notice distracting 
noises. 

Surrender brings us to victory over 
ourselves. In religious work we are 
trying to enthrone.the will, to put it in 
its right place. 

We must surrender our'wills.” 

A few moments were spent in  medi- 
tation, after a few remarks by Rey, 
Frederic A. Wilson of the-Free Church. 

Aftersinging “My Faith Looks up to 
Thee,” and “My Jesus as Thou Wilt,” 
the session” then adjourned -until 2 
o'clock. 

Dinner was served the delegates in 
the Town Hall by Caterer Tanner of 
Hayerhill. The time, before the after- 
negn session, Was taken up with Visiting 
places of interest in town, 

At the afternoon session a prayer and 
praise service was led by Rev. Henry EK. 
Barnes D.D., of North Andover. 

Ata brief business meeting it was de- 
cided to hold the next convention at 
Gloucester, 

A message of greeting was received 
from the Worcester county” societies

Abbot Academy Recital. 


It is always pleasant to listen to one 
who is master of his subject, and’ there- 
fore the lecture recital given by Mr. F. 
W. Bancroft in the November Club 
House yesterday afternoon attracted a 
large and interested audience, although 
it came so late in the season. 

The subject, ‘Songs of Scotland and 
Ireland,” was one of much charm, the 
stage presence of the lecturer and singer 
most agreeable, while the delightful 
quality of his beautiful tenor voice, en- 
abled him to give ‘the illustrative se- 
lections in a rarely satisfactory manner. 

The folk and Jacobite: songs of Scot- 
land, the tender old love songs of Ire- 
land; the idyls of Tom Moore; the rol- 
licking ballads of Sam Lover, each had 
their appropriate place and treatment, 
while the darker side of the history of 
oppressed and-unhappy Ireland came 
out pathetically in ‘The Wearing of the 
Green.” ‘ 

Lover's beautiful ballad of Molly Bawn 
was sung tenderly and touchingly, but 
Mr. Bancroft seems peculiarly at home 
in the humorous songs, which abdund in 
Irish literature. The Widow Macree, 
and Father O’Flynn were uncommonly 
well done, while the-pdd. quaint strains 
of the Old Plaid Shawl, captivated all 
hearts. Toward the close some modern 
Irish songs were sung and a few living 
Irish song writers described briefly, thus 
bringing to:a fitting ehd a highly en- 
joyable afternoon. More than enjoyable 
even, for as we think it over, we see 
how the explanatory notes threw such 
clear and instructive side-lights upon 
contemporaneous ;social, and _ political, 
history, that it was profitable as well, 
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‘Dr. Bancroft’s Trip. 


It will be of interest to the Andover 
people to have a general outline of Dr. 


‘Bancroft’s recent trip to Europe. 


He sailed from New York, October 
first, for Genoa by way of Gibralter and 
Naples. From Genoa he continued to 
Alexander, Port Said, Jaffra, and Jeru- 
salem. He was at Jerusalem during the 
Emperor’s visit, and remained until the 
middle of February, making many visits 
to Ramulloli, Jaffra, Jericho, the Dead 
Sea and the Jordan, Bethlehem and 
other sites easily accessible. He re- 
turned by way of Port Said to Naples to 
Rome, and from ‘Rome to Calais, Dover 
and London. 

During his stay in England he visited 
many places of note, especially in the 
nortern district. He sailed by the “New 
England” from Liverpool to Boston, ar- 


riving six months to a day after leaving 
“New York. 


In all parts of his journey 
he met many ‘fold boys’ which rendered 
his trip all the more pleasant.

Rev. J. L. Fowle. a missionary of the 
American board, who has been located 
in the region of Cesarea, Turkey, as-

At the morning service Mr. Fowle 
gave a careful and thorough statement 
of the Armenian problem, with some 
very touching and thrilling reminis- 
cences of the days of massacre. He 
Spoke of the progress of Christian work 
among the Greeks and Armenians, the 
great endeavor beng to make the nom- 
inal and formal Christianity of these 
people a living and spiritual religion, 

In dealing with the causes leading up 
to the Turkish massacres he was very 
severe in his criticism of the Armenian 


| revolutionists, many of whom living in 


London, Paris and other places, precip- 
itated the horrors in which they them- 
selves did not share for the most part, 
He.declared the origin of the massa- 
cres not a religious matter, He stated 
that the horrors of the massacres had 
not been and could not be exaggerated, 
but notwithstanding that the Turk is 
“unspeakable”, he declared that he was 
a man who would some day develop 
under the light of the Christian truth. 

A great many Turks are interested in 
the Christian religion now although 
there is -no direct missionary work 
among the. They dare not, however, 
openly avow any sympathy with the 
Christian faith. Pec

Dr. George E. Chamberlain who was: 
nominated for city physician by Mayor 
Eaton Monday, was born in Bradford, 
Vt., in February, 1869. He attended the 
public schools of his native town and 


later spent four years at Newbury sem- | 


inary. He then went to Dartmouth col- 
lege taking his degree of medicine in 
1895, During his last year at Dartmouth 


he was appointed to the college hospital, 


staff. He took a post graduate course 
at the New York Polyclinic and also at 
the New York post graduate hospital. 
In 1896 he was appointed to the Brook- 
lyn hospital, under Dr. George R. Fow- 
ler who is famous for his appendicitis 
treatment. Dr. Chamberlain served the 
full term at Brooklyn and received his 
diploma. He then took a = maturnity 
course at the New York post graduate 
school. 

In February Dr. Chamberlain came 
to Lawrence and opened an office at 283 
Essex .street. He was soon after ap- 
pointed to the general hospital in this 
city. He served a year and a half and 
then left for the seat of war by ap- 
pointment of Dr. Fowler who was chief 
surgeon of Gen. Lee’s army corps. 

; Dr. Chamberlain went to Jacksonville 

Fla., and served in the third division 
hospital there during the typhoid fever 
epidemic. Thence he was sent to the 
second division hospital at Savannah, 
where he helped build and organize a 
500 bed hospital. He was later trans- 
ferred to the second division hospital 
and on Dec. 18 sailed on the/ hospital 
ship Missouri for Havana arriving there 
on Dec. 21, He superintenced the load- 
ing and the unloading of the hospital 
ship. The hospital was. established. at 
Mariano, Cuba, and Dr. Chamberlain 
was appointed to the operating staff. 
He remained at the hospital till Feb- 
ruary. He was iH during that month 
and resigned his position. He returned 
to the state on the City of Boston in 
March and went immediately to his 
home in Vermont. A few weeks later 
he came to Lawrence, 

In the army Dr. Chamberlain held 
the rank of ist lieutenant. His com- 
mander requested him to go into the 
regular army but he was obliged to de- 
cline on account of family reasons.

-Chief Engineer Colby for the board, 
advised its removal as a matter of econ- 
omy and for the reason that the room 
now accupied by it was needed for other 
purposes, The pressure on the hydrants 
at any point at the narish was suilibient 
for all fire purposes and protection 
was ample, the engine being practically 
off duty. The pressure at the Centre 
being so much less and the protection 
consequently proportionately less, more 
should be given at ‘the point-needed. The 
lack of sanitary conveniences for men 
and animals at the engine house was a 
further reason, for an increase of space 
within the engine room. 

On a motion to strike the article from 
the warrant by a “parishioner” ‘the sen- 
timent appeared pretty evenly divided.
